America for exhibition at the world's 
fair, is a wonderful Ivory chair and 
footstool. These were presented to the 
late que^u by the Maharajah of Tra- 
vancore. 


The carving on the chair and foot- 


stool Is a revelation of the possibilities 
of art. 
The feet are in the form of 


lions' paws, and the arms terminate 
in lions' heads. 
The back Is in the 


form of a shell, supported by elephants, 
rampant. The seat is of alabaster, and 
the chair has a gold and silver tissue 
drapery around the underside of the 
frame, finished with tassels and richly 
chased, ormolu ornaments. The cush- 
ions are of green velvet, embroidered 
in gold and silver thread. Every out- 
side part of the chair 13 covered with 
delicately carver figures of men and 
animals. 


This, rnahaipjab,.,not satisfied^witb- 


thls truly princely gift, presented also 
to her majesty two Immense pairs of 
elephants' tusks. The official descrip- 
tion of these are as follows: 


1. Pair of elephants' rusks, mount- 


ed on a buffalo's head, carved In ebony, 
which is supported on four griffins. The 
tusks are supported higher up by a 
crossbar of ebony, and resting on the 
heads 
of 
four figures representing 


some of the Incarnations of Vishnu. 
Rushing from the projecting enda of 
tho crossbars to the tusks are 
two 


griffins, with two elephants under them, • 
Unking their trunks. On the center of 
the bar Is a sixteen-handed figure of 
Shlve, standing on the prostrate form 
of an Abnmaram, or fiend. All figures 
are ebony. 


2. Pair of elephant's tusks, mounted 


as flower vases on a stand of rosewood, 
covered with Ivory. 
The tusks are 


mounted with gold, and are entwined 
by a pepper vine in fruit, worked In 
gold. The vases are supported on two 
elephants' heads, carved In ebony, and 
rising from out of a base of rock and 
jungle worked In Ivory and elephants' 
tf-eth. The trunks of the elephants sup- 
port a l.itus of ivory, on which is seated 
a gold image of Lukshlne, the goddess 
of prosperity.—Pittsburg Press,

Trying to Save Asparagus 


Reference has been made elsewhere 


in these columns . to a condensed re- 
port on the havoc of asparagus in Cal- 
ifornia and now comes the announce 
mcnt that the spread of this disease 
is made the subject of a 
circular 


issued by the college of agriculture of 
the state university, January 30, pre- 
pared by Professor Ralph E. Smith, 
plant pathologist, who spent several 
mouths last year on the asparagus 
farms along the Sacramento and San 
Joaquiu rivers, studying the disease 
aud trying experiments to discover 
some effective remedy for the control 
or eradication of it. 
As the result of 


the investigation a preliminary report 
is made in a circular which says: 


"Owing to the rapid spread of the 


disease nnrl the swift destruction it 
causes when once established, it is 
important that growers and handlers 
of this crop should have at the earliest 
opportunity the benefit of any now 
information of Rvalue, and this is the 
object of this circular. 
While a great 


deal remains to be done before the 
problem of combating this disease can 
be said to have been satisfactorily 
solved, many things have come to 
light already which will be of value 
to those having asparagus fields not 
yet mined by the rust or who wish 


to. increasing their acreage. 


A oompleTo.lJacaount of the asparagus 
industry of California, the 
disease 


which threatens it and the quite ex- 
tensive investigation of 
the 
same 


which is now going on, will be reserved 
for a later and i lore elaborate publi- 
cation." 


In speaking of the gravity of the 


situation be says: 


"Cauners and handlers of asparagus 


should realize fully the danger which 
threatens to curtail or even ruin their 
business. Whilst under no obligations 
to make unnecessary or unreasonable 
concession, they may rest assured that 
unless the condition of the grower is 
met by them in a broad and fair 
minded manner, keeping in touch with 
new conditions as they arise, the end 
of the asparagus canning business is 
in sight. 
The readjustment which is 


bound to come mrist be appreciated 
and shared in by all alike."

To do this there are several 
essentials with which a barn must be 
provided. It must have a roof that 
does not leak; sides that do not allow 
the wind to blow through and doors 
that will close tightly, and last, but 
not least, it must be kept clean.

He was a descendant from the Quaker 
emigrants to Virginia and from Scotch 
Presbyterian settlers in Vermont. His 
father, Leonard Hanna, was iu early 
life a physician, but later became a 
successful merchant in Cleveland, O. 


Marcus A. Hauna, known to the 


business aud political world uy the 
more familiar name of Mark Hanna, 
was educated iu the public schools of 
Cleveland, where he early succeeded 
to a coal and iron brokerage business 
built up by his father. In 1872 he 
organized aud equipped the Cleveland 
Transportation company, one of the 
largest lines operating on the (ireat 
Lakes. Later he organized the Union 
National bank of Cleveland, of which 
he was elected president in 1881.

A PIONKEK PRAIUIB SOD HOUSE. 


The sod house nnd dugout were Otting settings In the beautiful pan- 


ornmlo prairie pictures twenty-five to thirty years ngo. They did not mar 
the beauty nnd harmony of tho scene and were better adapted to the con- 
ditions nnd surroundings thftn a frame house would have been. 
They not 


only solved the problem, so far as ease of construction was concerned, but 
were more comfortable and a better protection against prairie fires, cyclones 
nnd blizzards than frame houses. 
Fuel for heating and cooking often had 


to be hauled forty to one hundred miles, and It did not take as much to heat 
the sod house as would have been required for the kind of frame house 
usually built In a new country. This was quite an Item In a-sparsely set- 
tled country where there were no roads and only a great bleak, trackless 
prairie. 


Had It not been for the sod house and dugout, these extensive belts 


of prairie—nature's greatest and best of farming innds—would havelaldldle, 
and the country unsettled many years longer. If the land was level the 
four walls were laid up with good, tough praJrle sod from two to three feet 
thick. The roof was made by putting up a strong ridgepole, on which lighter 
poles were laid close together for rafters, then a covering of small brush and 
lastly a layer of sod. 
tf money was not too short and lumber not too far 


away, boards would be used for the roof, but to-day scantling and tarred or 
felt paper are within the reach of nearly all. 


Inside walls were dressed down smooth with a hay knife, then plastered 


with clay or a mixture of clay and lime. 
The door and windows were made 


Just as elaborate as the means of the lettler would allow. 
If the farm was 


In a hilly country and had a stream or draw running through It, the house 
would often be built In the side hill. 
After making an excavation In the 


bank, sod or atone walU were laid up and carried out far enough from the 
bank to allow for a window or two on each side. 
With a door and two 


windows In the front, the light and ventilation was very good. 


In some parti of the West the soil Is of such a nature that an excavation 


can be made of almost any depth or shape without any danger of caving, 
and the longer the walls stand, the more solid they beconfe. Taking advant- 
age of this peculiarity of the soil, many of the shiftless class lived In full 
bank dugouts. They were simply caves dug iu the bank, with a door nnd 
window In front. 
Sometimes the luxury of a window was not Indulged In, 


but the door was made In two sections, the upper part being left open, for 
light and ventilation. 


Not much can be said In favor of the dugout. 
They were poorly ven- 


tilated, unhealthy, and the odor would often compel a visitor to hold his 
nose on entering them for the first time. The sod house and dugout have 
served their day and purpose, and, like the Indian, buffalo and prairie dog, 
will soon be but a dreamy memory of the past 


In many localities where a few years ago the sod houses were the only 


houses and the boundless prairie and wild animals their only surroundings, 
to-day are flue houses and barns. 
Not a vestige of the old buffalo grass 


sod can be found, but in Its place are some of the finest farms ever seen, 
with herds of blooded cattle feeding on well-seeded tame pastures. 
Here 


and there will be «een a pile of sod and a few rotten poles, all that is left to 
mark the location of some early home.—Dr. W. H. Steele, In Farm and Home.

person's mouth, fitted with pliable lips 
and perfect troih.

GREAT CORK FORESTS OF ITALY DESTROYED 


BY DEPREDATIONS OF RECKLESS WOODMEN 


T TALY was formerly a large producer of cork, but the splendid cork-oak 
I 


forests which wera its pride and profit are now practically extinct, for no 
care was taken to replace those that were destroyed. We are using In 


J[ the same way the great timber forests of our own country. In some of the 
Italian provinces—as, for Instance, in Calabria—the trees have been felled 
iind used for charcoal-making. 
In other provinces they have been cut down 


on account of their high potash contents. The cork Industry is quite an im- 
portant one and will now receive a fresh Impetus, a new process having 
been discovered by -which large pieces can be made out of small ones, so 
that cork -waste can bo utilized In large quantities. This Is all the more 
important, as the price of cork Increases steadily, both on account of the 
growing demand and the lessened supply of the raw material 


Large forests of cork-oak trees are existing In Spain, Portugal, France, 


Algeria and Tunis. 
None arc found in Asia Minor nnd only rarely In Greece 


and European Turkey, although the climates seem to be favorable for their 
growth. The area covered by those forests is estimated at 300,000 hectares 
(741,300 acres) In Portugal, 230,000 hectares (017,750 acres) In SpaJn, 280,000 
hectares (091.RSO acreu) in Algeria nnd only 80,000 hectares (107,750 acres) 
remain In Itn-ly. 


While Spain still furnishes .'i-'.SOO tons of cork annually, the production 


of Italy has decreased to 4,000 tons. The value of the Spanish exports of 
cork amount to $0,000.000 per year, against less than ?250,000 for Italy. 
Only Sicily nnd Sardinia are still producing cork to any considerable extent 
in Italy, while tho former great oak forests of Calabria are almost totally 
destroyed. 
It seems Incomprehensible that this destruction has has been 


permitted. The trees easily reach an age of '.'00 years. They yield cork In 
their thirtieth year and continue to do so every seven years. 
Seventy-five 


yoars ago the English demand for coil; was supplied exclusively from Italy. 
The destruction of tho remaining forests goes on uninterruptedly, and nobody 
seems to try to prevent It or to plant new forests, In spite of the fact that 
Italy possesses tho most favorable climate and soil for tlio cork-oak, the 
most favorable conditions for its growth being found In the volcanic soil of 
the peninsula.

with them.

ennnot explain satisfactorily, even to 
themselves, why 
they 
send 
more 


young women than young men to con 
vert the heathen people and lessor 
breeds without the law. 
It Is not 


otlk'lnlly slated that the women are 
more successful than men, but they 
predominate, almost 
exceeding 
the 


men in number two-fold. 


In the Orient, Including Japan nnd 


China, our missionary delegation Is as 
follows: Japan, men, 22; married wo- 
men, 
21; unmarried women, 25. China, 


men, 
25; married women, 32; unmar- 


ried women, 30. With little protection, 
none save that of their sex nnd the 
few men in their colony, the women 
missionaries are the most persistent in 
any field and tho most faithful. • They 
are last to leave In time of danger and 
they are so thoroughly absorbed 
In 


their work that they oftentimes pre- 
fer death in the cause of religion to 
an abandonment of the purpose -which 
has called them forth from home com- 
forts In their native land. 
Most of 


them nre college girls, who, with every 
chance for advancement in the place 
of their birth, have taken up the con- 
version of savnge people with a zeal 
which makes rclig-lous devotion unsur- 
passed. 


In such crises ns the present be- 


tween Russia and Japan, missionaries, 
women and men, are n mighty factor 
for peace. They wield a tremendous 
Influence over nn unclylllzed 
people. 


And when this influence Is submitted 
to the test, the missionary always 
tries to employ It In a Christian way. 
In Russia, north or south, east 
or 


west, no missionary is allowed, 
but 


at the present time, when Japan is 
eager to try conclusions with the great 
northern empire, It is only the mis- 
sionary spirit which can prevent an- 
other great war. 
If hostilities are 


iiverted It will be the Mikado and his 
ministers who will receive the credit; 
the Christian missionaries In the back- 
ground will know that It is they who 
have wrought to prevent the shedding 
of blood.

Marcus Alonzo Hanna was born in

city and the Western Reserve College, 
Hudson, Ohio. 
After his school- 


ing he was engaged HS an employee 
in the grocery house of Hanna, (Jar- 
roteon A; Co., his father being senior 
of the firm. His father died in 18G2, 
and he represented that interest in 
the firm until 1867 when the busi- 
ness was closed, when he became a 
member of the firm of Rhodes A Co., 
engaged in the iron and coul business. 
At the expiration of ten years the 
title of this flrm was changed to M. 
A. Hunan & Co., which still exists. 
Tbirf business has been extended in 
Tarious directions until their inter 
eats now amount to several mill ions 
of dollars, and includes among other 
things the largest ship yards on tlu 
lakes. 
Mark Hanna was one of the 


earliest stockholders in the Stand- 
ard Oil Copmauy. 
He was also a 


large owner in street railways, both 
in Cleveland and Buffalo, and there 
are few prominent enterprises in 
the 


city in which he lived, that he has 
not encouraged and in which he was 
not interested to some extent. Senator 
Hanna was president of the Union 
National Bank, of Cleveland, presi- 
dent of the Cleveland City Railway 
Company, and president of the Cha- 
pin Mining Company.

Apples Hinder Orange Sales. 


A loading fruit merchant in'New 


York says that he 
holds apples re- 


sponsible- for the general inactivity 
of the orange market 'in that city. 
The quality of the eastern fruit is 
reported to have been unusually good, 
and the crop of New York state par- 
ticularly was the heaviest in years. 
Many thousands of bushels of fine 
apples were not marketed for lack of 
barrels, and in some sections a large 
quantity of the fruit 
was frozen 


where it was gathered on tho ground 
for iiick of marketing facilities. 


Speaking of the increased consump- 


tree grows from a seed, which is ex- 
tracted, dried and planted under a 
covering. HO the tender growth of the 
plant will not be scorched by th« 
hot rays of the sun. 


When the plant is about two years 


old, 
it is budded to different varie- 


ties of 
the orange. 
Budding 
is 


done by making an incision in the 
bark, and then slipping a bud under 
the bark and wrapping with wax 
cloth. 
Budding is done 
in the 


spring and fall. 


When tho buds are between one 


and two years old, the bud, which 
is now a tree is planted in orchard 
form, being set from twenty to twen- 
ty-four feet apart. 
They are planted 


in this form, so as to give the tree 
growing space and so they can be 
properly cared for. 


For several months in the summer 


it is necessary to irrigate as the 
ground in Southern California will 
got hard and dry in the summer if 
not watered. 
Tho system for water- 


ing the trees is very 
interesting. 


There are several different ways—one 
by making basins around the tree; 
:mother by making furrows along the 
sirli^ of the trees. 
Small streams of 


waxT are turned in each 
furrow, 


letting it run very slowly; in this 
way the water soaks into the ground, 
making il moist. 
Tho trees' roots 


then abac.'i the moisture, and \a a 
short time new growth is seen on the 
trees as a result. 


After the trees are irrigated they 


are thouroughly cultivated. 
Some 


people believe in cultivating deeply, 
others do not. 
Th" most successful 


growers' plan at present is to culit- 
vate as deep as possible. 
This keeps

The first orange trees 
raised 
in 


Southern California were grotvn from 
bin*!* bnmgh there by the old Mission 
Father*. 


The fruit is uf a golden orange col- 


or, round or oval shaped, and grows 
ou a Juik grnuii bu»hy tree. 
The 


co:no infested with 
insect called scale, 
spider. 


Fumigating 
is done by covering 


the tree with a large canvas 
tent, 


under which is placed an earthen 
bowl containing sulphuric acid, cya- 
nide potassium and water. This mix- 
ture creates a gas, which will kill 
the insect. For spraying a large tank 
ib placed on a 
wagon, 
containing 


water and distillate. 
This mixture 


ie agitated and, forms au emulsion. 
It In thon forced through a nozzle by 
a pressure of 200 pounds, 
which 


forms a flue spray. 
This destroys th« 


red spider. 
Every effort is made to 


spray the trees thoroughly, on both 
upper and lower surfaces of the twigs 
and leaves. 


The tree grows to a good size. 
It 


has a smooth greenish-brown bark, 
and boars for the first few years only 
a few oranges, but when ten and 
eleven years old, they bear a consid- 
erable number of boxes. 
Each tree 


bears from ten to fifteen boxes of 
oranges when full grown. 


When the fruit is well ripened it 


is picked, packed and 
shipped to 


ci.stern cities. 


Ono of the largest nurseries in the 


world is at San Pimifs, in Los An- 
geles 
county. 
Here two hundred 


thousand orange trees are grown at 
| once. 


One of the loveliest sights seen in 


Southern California is mi orange t n o 
in full bloom.
